Rags and Cords 


No plea for divine help is better 
than the fact that we are by nature 
helpless sinners. It was because of this 
that God gave His Son and that He died 
for us. He said: “For I am not come to 


call the righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentance” (Matt. 9:13); “For the Son 
of man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). There 
is a picture of Christ’s work on behalf 
of the sinner in Jeremiah’s experience 
(Jer. 38:7-13). He had been thrown 
into a dungeon and sank in the mire. 
Ebed-melech, one of the king’s officers, 
took pity on him, pled with the king 
for him, and then got some “old cast 
clouts and old rotten rags,:and let them 
down by cords into the dungeon to 
Jeremiah.” It was by the ropes that 


-the prophet was pulled out of the dun- 


geon and the old cloths protected his 
armpits. Rags are mentioned in only 
two other places in Scripture: “For the 
drunkard and the glutton shall come to 
poverty: and drowsiness shall clothe a 
man with rags” (Prov. 23:21), a picture 
of the sinner’s spiritual poverty and 
sleep; “But we are all as‘ an unclean 
thing, and all our righteousnesses are 
as filthy rags; and we all do fade as a 
leaf; and our iniquities, like the wind, 
have taken us away” (Isa. 64:6), a vivid 
figure of the utter impossibility of our 
being saved by good works. The Law 
shows us our sin (“Nay, I had not 
known sin, but by the law” —Rom. 7: 


bY 


7), and “was our schoolmaster to bring 
us unto Christ, that we might be justi- 
fied by faith” (Gal. 3:24). “The sting 
of death is sin; and the strength of sin 
is the law” (1 Cor. 15:56). There is 
wonderful compassion in these words: 
“I taught Ephraim also to go, taking 
them by their arms; but they knew not 
that I healed them. I drew them with 
cords of a man, with bands of love: and 
I was to them as they that take off the 
yoke on their jaws, and I laid meat unto 
them” (Hos. 11:3, 4). (There is an 
interesting parallel between Ehbed- 
melech’s kindness to Jeremiah and the 
Lord’s dealing with Ephraim.) David 
Brainerd said that even among the 
Indians he made the greatest impres- 
sion on them when he preached the 
love and mercy of God. Christ draws 
sinners with the cords of His love, and 
those come out of the mire most easily 
and gladly who see themselves as 
utterly hopeless sinners and Christ as 
the all-sufficient Saviour. Pride makes 
the bonds of salvation chafe, but a 
humble acknowledgment that all our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags makes 
them easy. It is those very bonds that 
bring the sinner out of the mire and 
place him under the easy yoke of Christ.

XVIII. Conflicts of Feeling 


In the series, “Ourselves and Others,” by H. Clay Trumbull 


HE severest struggles to which a 

man can be summoned are always 

in his own mind and heart. No 
outside conflict can ever equal, in sever- 
ity or in intensity, a conflict that is 
wholly within one’s self. Any man who 
has lived a life of open struggle and 
combat, who has had his full share in 
the warfare of words, in the warfare of 
principles, in the warfare of actual phys- 
ical encounters on the field of battle—

will tell you, unhesitatingly, that no 
contests in any of these spheres have 
equaled, or have approached, in their 
terribleness, or in their soul-racking 
power, those struggles that have been 
wholly within his own being, and where 
there was no sign of an enemy outside 
of himself. And in such struggles as 
these, souls that seem quietest, and 
which are apparently never called to 
strife and combat, are often in as bitter 


‘warfare as are those who stand fore- 


most among the world’s recognized sol- 
diers and heroes. 

Nor is it in struggles with evident 
temptation to do wrong that a soul has 
its severest conflicts.: Not when the 
path of right and duty is clearly open 
before one’s mind, and a seductive call 
is heard, urging him to turn away from 
that path toward pleasures or rewards 
in another direction, is the combat 
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sorest; but it is when there is a question 
between two imminent seeming-duties, 
or when strong feeling urges vehe- 
mently to one course, while an equally 
strong feeling urges with like vehe- 
mence to a course directly opposite. 
So long as the whole soul can combine 
itself against an outside foe—either seen 
or felt—the conflict is simple, and the 
warfare is straightforward. But it is 
when the man is divided against him- 
self that he cannot stand. And there 
are divisions of self in duty and in 
feeling, to every strong man, and to 
every tenderhearted woman, in the soul- 
conflicts of their earthly experiences. 
These are hardest of all to meet and 
to endure. 

Take this illustration from the story 
of such conflicts of feeling on the sea, 
as it was told to the writer by one who 
received it from the lips of its chief 
actor: Some years ago, one of the ocean 
steamers was approaching the coast of 
Nova Scotia, on her way from England 
to the United States. A dense fog had 
prevented her getting an observation 
for more than twenty-four hours, and 
her bearings were unknown. She was 
nearer the high granite cliffs of the 
bold coast than her commander sus- 
pected, and her prow was set toward 


them. Meanwhile the quick ears of. 


some fishermen, in an inlet a little to 
the northward, caught the sound of the 
steamer’s engines through the fog, and 
recognized her peril. Three of. them 
pushed out hurriedly in a small boat, 
and pulled down toward the cliffs she 
was approaching. No time was to be 
lost. The steamer was coming on 
steadily, as to sure destruction. They 
made for her, shouting the alarm as 
they pulled. The steamer’s captain, who 
was anxiously on the watch, caught the 
sound of their warning voices, and 
saw their friendly boat through the 
fog, just as the huge gray cliffs loomed 
before him on his very bow. Not an 
instant could be spared. The one hope 
for the steamer was in his mind at the 
first glance.. To go on for another 
second was to carry the steamer and 
all her passengers to certain death: To 
change her course at the instant was 
to run down the little boat with the 
brave men who were risking their lives 
for her safety. What an issue! What 
a choice! : 

“Helm a-port! Hard a-port! Quick!” 
rang the captain’s voice. The steamer 
obeyed her helm, passed over her res- 
cuers, and was herself in safety with 
all on board. Who supposes that that 
steamship captain’s conflict of feeling, 
in that moment of soulful struggle, was 
not sorer and bitterer than any that 
Nelson knew at Trafalgar, or Perry at 
Lake Erie? In the one case the soul 
itself was divided. In the other cases, 
the soul was at one with itself, and its 
conflicts were with an outside foe, “If 
only I could have died for those brave 
men!” said the heavyhearted captain, 
as he told of this supreme struggle of 
his life on the sea. “But as it was, there 


was no choice left to me, with my re- 
sponsibility for all my passengers and 
There has been more than one 


crew.” 
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such conflict of feeling as that, on land 
as well as on sea. God pity those who 
have part in such! 

There is even a sadder illustration 
than this, of a heart-rending conflict of 
feeling, in one of the Bible stories—the 
saddest and perhaps the most inexpli- 
cable of all the Bible stories. The little 
son of Jeroboam, the king of Israel, 
fell sick. The boy’s loving mother went, 
at the father’s request, to seek help 
from Ahijah, the prophet of Jehovah. 
“I am sent to thee with heavy tidings” 
(1 Kings 14:6), said the prophet, as the 
mother approached him. “Arise thou 
therefore, get thee to thine own house; 
and when thy feet enter into the city, 
the child shall die.” What could that 
mother do then? Her sick child 
needed her care. Her husband waited 
anxiously for her return. Her heart 
went out with love and longing toward 
them both. She would fain fly to their 
sides and give them ministry. But, if 
she should hasten to them, her coming 
would hasten desolateness and death to 
the home of her affections. While she 
tarried, her heart bled and their hearts 
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ached. While she moved forward, the 
heavy shadow of her fatal presence 
moved on before her. 

Was there ever a sorer battle than 
that in which that mother had a part? 
Was ever a heart more keenly than hers 


divided within itself? It was love 
against love. In that conflict, the draw- 
ing love of a mother toward her needy 
husband and child triumphed over a 
woman’s loving prudence in delaying 
in order to advance the welfare of 
those she loved. She went on toward 
them, “and when she came to the thresh- 
old of the door, the child died.” 

These conflicts are lesser and greater; 
yet their field is always the same. A 
baby child’s bright eyes are dimming. 
An oculist’s prescniption calls for a 
stinging remedy. The mother’s heart 
shrinks sorely from holding that child 
firmly while its eyes are tortured with 
the slowly dropping curative. Yet her 
heart shrinks still more sorely from 
yielding that loved child into hands 
less tender, even if more willingly res- 
olute, than her own.

Pray for Betty Elliot 


S THIS issue goes to press (Oct. 1), 
word comes from Ecuador that 
Betty Elliot plans to go into the Auca 
territory within a few days. She and 
Rachel Saint, sister of Nate Saint and a 
member of the Wycliffe Translators, had 
been working for about two months on 
the Auca language with Dayuma, a 
Christian, and Mintaka and Mankamu— 
these latter two having come out of the 
tribe in November, 1957, and having lived 
with Betty since then. - 
A short time ago the three Auca 
women went back to their tribe, as they 
were anxious to learn about their fam- 
ilies, and Dayuma hoped’ to witness to 
her people. When the women left, Mrs. 
Elliot went down to Arajuno, the for- 
mer station of Ed and Marilou McCully, 
to stay with Dr. and Mrs. Tidmarsh who 
are now occupying it. She and a pilot 
and Dr. Tidmarsh flew over the terri- 
tory, but could not be sure that they 
saw any of the women. Z 

In the week ending September 27 
eleven persons came out of the Auca 
territory to Arajuno. These are Dayuma, 
Mintaka, and Mankamu, four other Auca 
women, three Auca children, and a 
young Quichua Indian woman who was 
captured by the Aucas when her hus- 
band was killed by them nearly a year 
ago. 

Mrs. Elliot and the other four widows 
have been hoping and praying since 
their husbands were taken that an open- 
ing for the Gospel into the Auca tribe 
could be made. Everyone knows of 
the danger involved, and of course Mrs. 
Elliot is fully aware of it. 

Times readers, many of whom have 
been following the contacts with the 
Aucas with keen and prayerful interest, 
will realize that prayer is much needed 





now. Prayer is urgently requested par- 
ticularly for Betty Elliot, for’ Dayuma, 
and for Rachel Saint as she continues to 
work on the language. All concerned de- 
sire most earnestly that the Auca tribe 
may be opened to the Gospel, and that in 
all things the will of the Lord may be 
done.

“Today He said, ‘Sophie, you make 
fifty cents yesterday; now you go down 
und gif that for the work, und preach 
to the brutter.’. ‘But, Father, I haf no 
sermon.’ Father said, ‘You walk down, 
und gif them the.car fare, und I gif you 
the sermon on the way.’ So here I was, 
und here is the money.” 

I hardly knew what to think of her. 
She had walked three miles, and given 
all one day’s work to the cause. I felt if 
she preached as well as she practiced I 
should like to hear her, so invited her 
in. 

“No Preach, No Work” 


“Yes,” she continued, with that ever- 
present smile on her face; though now 
as I noticed it, it seemed to come from 
great inward peace, and give to her 
otherwise unattractive face a look of 
holy joy that fixed and held one’s at- 
tention: “Yes,” she said, “I vas called 
to scrub und preach. I vas a borned 
preacher, und as I vas poor, I learned 
to work. I do good work, und can be 
trusted, so the people wants me; but if 
they haf me, they must haf the preach 
also. No preach, no work; so I scrub 
as unto the Lord, und preach to all in 
the house. Where do I belong? I belong 
to Jesus, und I trusts God for all.

Jungle Doctor on the Hop. By Paul 
White. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand. Rapids 3, Mich.; $1.50.) Many 
readers will welcome another of the 
thrilling stories of the adventures of a 
missionary doctor in the wilds of Africa. 
A strange and deadly disease was at- 
tacking the villages in one area, and the 
doctor and his Christian helpers prayed 
and worked to find the cause, which 
turned out to be plague-infected rats 
and the fleas they carried everywhere. 
Into the war against them went men 
and women, and a very important part 
was played by a ten-year-old boy and 
his beloved though half-starved dog. 
A fierce old witchdoctor, who had long 
held sway over the people, was one 
of those stricken with the disease. Bits 
of Christian faith and testimony appear 
from time to time, and the whole book 
is brightened by flashes of delightful 
humor and picturesque native language. 


More Thah Conquerors. By Jane

A widowed - father sees his only 
daughter wooed by one who would take 
her away from her father’s side. While 
yet there is a question in his mind as 
to the result of this wooing, that father’s 
heart shrinks from speaking the word 
that would make his daughter’s loss a 
certainty to him, with the possibility of 
a loss to her also; and it shrinks none 
the less from speaking the word that 
might lessen the daughter’s happiness 
for life, even while the father was for a 
time the gainer thereby. 

A husband is watching over a wife 
in a critical state of her health, when a 
mental burden oppresses him, which for 
her sake he must withhold from her 
knowledge. His loving heart shrinks 
from a concealment that is at variance 
with their uniform habit hitherto, but 
it shrinks quite as strongly from a free- 
ness that might prove fatal to her in 
. her present health. He would*fain do 
what she might wish him to do, yet he 
must not harm her by gratifying her 
wish so far. 

A man discovers that he and his 
friend are in love with the same woman. 
Because of his love for that friend, 
and because of his’ belief that that 
woman would find a better husband in 
his friend than in himself, he decides 
to withdraw silently from the possi- 
bility of 4 competition there. His heart 
shrinks bitterly from seeming less in 
earnest and less affectionate in his bear- 
ing toward her whom he dearly loves; 
but it shrinks with. equal positiveness 
from giving any word or look that 
would tend to draw her interest toward 
himself instead of toward his friend— 
who can yet be all the world to her. 
So, in his conflict of feeling, his heart 
cry to Him who alone knows his heart 
struggle, is:

For other reasons, a true-hearted man 
finds that his visits at a home, or his 
continued freedom of intercourse in a 
social circle, where his affection and 
his esteem have a permanent center, is 
a cause of unhappiness there, and may 
even be a means of injury to those 
whose truest interests are very dear to 
him. His heart shrinks sorrowfully 
from seeming to turn away from those 
whom he prizes as his very life. It 
shrinks with a profounder regret from 
a course that will inevitably continue 
unhappiness to those whom he would 
benefit at any cost to himself. 

Yet another finds himself newly es- 
tranged, through a sad misunderstand- 
ing, from one whom he esteems and 
honors unfailingly. He shrinks, pain- 
fully, from the idea of remaining under 
a misconception that shows him in so 
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false and unfavorable a light. He 
shrinks, however, with a keener pain, 
from another effort to set himself right, 
in view of his oft-repeated experience 
in making matters worse, in this di- 
rection, by his attempts at their better- 
ing. And so the strong heart hesitates 
to cry “Helm a-port!” And so the 
warm heart halts between going for- 
ward or holding back; with the cry of 
longing for help heard in the advance; 
and with the certainty of a fatal result 
of another forward step. 

These are the saddest, sorest, bitterest 
conflicts the soul can know here on 
earth; and to such conflicts of feeling 
many are called, in the mysterious lead- 
ings of God’s’ providence... Some of 
them are even continued for weeks 
and months and years, in varying re- 
petitions, and they shape the character 
of those who endure them. 

In the very nature of things these con- 
flicts of feeling being wholly within 
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one’s self, must be borne wholly by 
one’s self, so far as human help or 
fellowship is concerned. He who suffers 
from a division of his heart, known 
only to himself and to his God, cannot 
have the sympathy, and the cheer that 
comes from a consciousness of having 
sympathy, which are secured to those 
who battle bravely with outside foes, 
and whose brave battling is in the sight 
of admiring or of sympathizing ob- 
servers. The very fact that one’s bat- 
tling is known to others relieves him of 
the added burden, of concealing the 
bitterness of his battling; and so far 
his conflict is lessened and lightened. 

“QO wretched man that I am! who 
shall deliver me?” cries out the ago- 
nized soul in its most terrible conflicts 
of spiritual feeling. And the same soul 
gives back the answer of rejoicing faith, 
through inspiration: “I thank God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.”

ll. What Must We Do To Bring Revival? 


God's call to His own people 


HE fourth hateful hindrance to re- 

vival is shameful criticism and gos- 
sip. The church’s work is riddled 
through and through by the holes of 
criticism and gossip, and it is enough 
to break the heart. You find it every- 
where. It is rife in the business world, 
in the office and factory, and it rears 
its ugly head in Christian assemblies, 
as many believers have known from 
painful experience. 

When I long for more of God and 
His love in my heart, I frequently take 
down a volume by John Wesley and 
George Whitefield. These men experi- 
enced much in the way of revival 
flood tides. Criticism and gossip were 
sins condemned by the early Methodists. 
John Wesley’s six points on Methodism 
are: “1. We will not listen to, or will- 
ingly inquire. after, any ill concerning 
one another. 2. If we do hear any ill of 
one another we will not be forward to 
believe it. 3. As soon as possible we 
will communicate what we heard by 
speaking or writing to the person con- 
cerned. 4. Till we have done this we 
will not write or speak a syllable of it 
to. any person whatsoever. 5. Neither 
will we mention it, after we have done 
this, to any other person whatsoever. 
6. We will not make any exception to 
these rules unless we think ourselves 
absolutely obliged in conscience so to 
do.” If Christians operated on_ that 
high plane today we should soon know 
the fullness of God’s blessing in our 
churches. 

The godly Dr. A. B. Simpson said, “I 
would rather play with forked light- 
ning or take in my hands living wires 
with their fiery currents, than speak 
a reckless word against any servant of 
Christ, or ‘idly repeat the slanderous

darts which thousands of Christians are 
hurling at others to the hurt of their 
own souls and bodies.” May God help 
us who crave revival to remember that, 
when we hurt another istian, we 
hurt Christ and we block revival fires. 
When I find myself criticizing I know 
that I am backsliding. 

Another reason why we are not en- 
joying blessed revival tides in our as- 
semblies is that we have largely ig- 
nored the Holy Spirit. We have called 
Him an impersonal “It” and so have 
insulted Him. We have hoped to ac- 
complish by organization and programs 
what only the Holy Spirit can do. Our 
churches are overorganized, and that 
simply means the Holy Spirit has been 
shoved into a corner or has been as- 
signed a two-by-four room somewhere 
in the basement. True revival can 
never be brought about by committee 
work or the impress of personality; it 
is a spiritual happening with the Holy 
Spirit the controlling one. Any revival 
that bars the Holy Spirit with His de- 
termined exalting of the Lord Jesus is 
a spurious revival. 

The illustrious Spurgeon though dead 
yet speaks. Hear him: “The Holy Spirit 
is able to make the Word as successful 
now as in the days of the apostles. He 
can bring in souls by hundreds and 
thousands as well as by’one’s and two’s. 
The reason why we are not more pros- 
perous is that we have not the Holy 
Spirit with us in might and power as 
in early times. If we had the Spirit 
sealing our ministry with power it 
would signify very little about talent. 
Men might be poor and uneducated; 
their words might be broken and un- 
grammatical; but if the might of the 
Spirit attended them, the humblest

evangelist would be more successful 
than the most learned of divines, or the 
most eloquent of preachers. It is ex- 
traordinary power from God, not talent, 
that wins the day. It is extraordinary 
spiritual unction, not extraordinary 
mental power, that we need. Mental 
power may fill a chapel, but spiritual 
power fills the church with soul anguish. 
Mental power may gather a large con- 
gregation, but only spiritual power will 
save souls. What we need is spiritual 
power. O Spirit of the living God, we 
want Thee! Without the Spirit’s power 
we can do nothing, but with it we may 
do all things.” First-century Christians 
made much of the Holy Spirit, and we 
must, too, if we are to have the re- 
sults they enjoyed. When God swept 
through Wales in revival power the 
believers recognized the Holy Spirit 
and stood back, letting Him do His 
singular work. God can do more in 
five minutes when the Holy Spirit is 
bowed to and obeyed than He can in 
five decades of merely fleshly enthusi- 
asm. 

There is undoubtedly another reason 
why God has not yet released the re- 
vival America needs. It is this: There 
is a corporate and individual unwill- 
ingness to judge and forsake sin. We 
are counting our virtues instead of con- 
fessing our sins. We are unwilling to 
take the lowly place of contrition and 
confession. A new realization of the 
horribleness .of sin is needed. When 
the Holy Spirit captures us as He laid 


hold upon David we shall be heard. 


praying in genuine anguish of soul: 
“Create in Ine a clean heart, O God; 
and renew a right spirit within me... . 
Restore unto me the joy of thy salva- 
tion; and uphold me with thy free 
Spirit. Then will I teach transgressors 
thy ways; and sinners shall ‘be con- 
verted unto thee” (Psa. 51:10, 12, 13). 
When God hears a heartbroken cry 
like that, something great is going to 
happen. 

Yes, God calls us to old-fashioned 
repentance if we are to have old-fash- 
ioned revival. Our Lord, in His love 
and mercy, says, “If my people, who 
are called by my name, shali humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land” (2 Chron. 7:14, A.S.V.). Does our 
land need healing? Is there sin to be 
forgiven? You know the answer—so 
does God. Therefore, let us humble 
ourselves and pray devoutly and really 
seek the face of God and abandon our 
wicked, willful ways. This done, He 
will not mock us. The God of revival 
will most assuredly give revival. May 
God help us to abhor sin and everything 
that savors of sin. Too many of us are 
like my classmate who said to the dean 
of the college, “What’s the penalty for 
Skipping classes, and if it isn’t too 
severe I'll go ahead as I had planned?” 
Too many of us palliate and condone 
Sin. 

Oh, for an unprecedented interposi- 
tion of God! “Arise, O Lord...” Ju- 
venile delinquency is striking an all- 
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time high. Men and women every- 
where, under the pressure of the times, 
are cracking up morally and spiritually. 
Moreover, the church is positively not 
reaching the masses. Unsaved persons 
on their way to hell are all around us. 
Something of a supernatural nature 
must happen. I address you who have 
trusted the Lord Jesus as Saviour: Have 
drastic dealings with your Miriams in 
the camp (Num. 12). Stone at once 
every Achan in your life who hinders. 
Place your Isaacs on the altar and may 
God give us all an open, operative faith 
to believe Him for America’s primary 
need—REVIVAL.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. J. Woodbridge, Ph.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 


HE deity of Christ was attested at 

His baptism. His moral excel- 

lence was tested in the wilder- 
ness. The victorious Son of God was 
ready to commence His public ministry 
in the north. After the events described 
in John 1:19 to 4:42 He moved into 
Galilee, the King summoning loyal 
workers to His colors, announcing His 
Kingdom, and demonstrating His lov- 
ing and beneficent power. 

The Lord Jesus journeyed “through- 
out all Galilee” (Mark 1:39). But the 
scene of our lesson is laid along the 
shore of the Sea and in the city of 
Capernaum. 

The central theme of the Saviour’s 
proclamation was the Gospel (good 
news) of the Kingdom of God (v. 15). 
This Kingdom is indissolubly associated 
with Christ the King. As He ap- 
proaches, the Kingdom draws nigh. 
Entrance into the Kingdom and access 
to its royal benefits depend upon re- 
pentance (a change of mental and spir- 
itual direction) and saving faith in the 
Gospel (v. 15; ef. John 3:3, 5). 

As the voice of the Father had ac- 
credited the Son in baptism, so the mir- 
acles that accompany Christ’s preach- 
ing and teaching accredit His message 
as divine. The exorcism (driving out) 
of evil spirits and the healing of disease 
demonstrate (1) the incalculable supe- 
riority of Christ over the Devil and his 
hosts, even if these are vicious, ruthless, 
and stubborn (vv. 23-26); (2) the amaz- 
ing power of the Saviour, whose out- 
stretched arm raised a feverish woman, 
not to a state of continued physical 
weakness (normal after a “great fever,” 
Luke 4:38), but to strength which en- 
abled her at once to serve (Mark 1:29- 
31); but supremely they reveal (3) the 
identity of the miracle worker as the 
compassionate Son of God. 

But Christ did not come to earth 
simply to preach, heal, and then forever

disappear without a trace. His work 
would continue. He chose followers 
who would sit at His feet and learn the 
majestic lessons that fell from His 
sacred lips, and who would then propa- 
gate the Gospel to the ends of the earth. 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 1:14.—“After that John was put 
in -prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel...” An interval 
of nearly a year elapses between Mark 
1:13 and 14. The author omits the his- 
torical details given in John 1:19 to 
4:42. He will describe the Baptist’s im- 
prisonment later (Mark 6;14-29); now 
he dates the beginning of our Lord’s 
Galilean ministry by that event. 
general theme of Christ’s preaching was 


“the evangel [good news] of God” 
(Greek). 
Verse 15—“. . . The kingdom of God 


is at hand: repent ye, and believe the 
gospel.” The “time is fulfilled” (cf. 
Gal. 4:4; Eph. 1:10). Prophecies and 
preparatory events of previous eras now 
reach their consummation: Messiah has 
arrived. Himself the King, He an- 
nounces the advent of the Kingdom, 
and urges men to enter it through re- 
pentance -(change of heart and mind) 
and saving faith. 

Verse 16.—‘“. . . He saw Simon and 
Andrew his brother casting a net into 
the sea...” The Sea of Galilee (about 
thirteen miles long and six and one 
half wide) was the scene of much of 
our Lord’s activity. Beside its shores 
He now calls His first four disciples to 
service. These men had already ac- 
knowledged the Lord (see John 1:40- 
42); now they are summoned to duty. 
“Casting a net” indicates that they were 
starting the day’s work. 


Verse 17—“. . . Come ye after me, 
and I will make you to become fishers 
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them as one that had ‘authority, and not as the scribes.

of men.” Our Lord sought men of 
humble origin that, He might mold 
them. He chose fishermen—men famil- 
iar with the sea, fish and their bait, 
skilled in pulling in the net, and known 
for prudence and patience. Souls of 
men awaited their fishing. 

Verse 18.—“. . . straightway they for- 
sook their nets, and followed him.” 
Ever since they first met Christ they 
had awaited this hour and challenge. 
“Straightway” (sometimes translated 
“immediately,” “anon,” “by-and-by”) 
appears 41 times.in Mark, a Gospel 
characterized by rapidity of movement. 
The men abandoned their means of 
livelihood to join the Lord of life and 
soon to introduce others to eternal life. 


Verse 19.—“. . . he saw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother .. . in 
the ship mending their nets.” Others 
were in the ship, too (see v. 20); but 
our Lord’s discerning eyes singled out 
Zebedee’s sons. They were mending 
their nets, ie., preparing for the day’s 
tasks. But the Saviour had greater 
work for them to do. 

Verse 20.—“Straightway he _ called 
them .. . they left their father . . . with 
the hired servants, and went afier him.” 
The obedience of James and John was 
swift and implicit. Their higher finan- 
cial status is suggested by the mention 
of servants. But they gladly left all to 
cast their lot with their Lord. 


Verse 21—“They went into Caper- 
naum ...on the sabbath day he entered 
into the synagogue, and taught.” Ca- 
pernaum, the home town of Simon and 
Andrew (see v. 29), was on the north- 
western shore of the Sea of Galilee, 
near the point where the Jordan flows 
into the Sea. It was our Saviour’s 
custom to attend the synagogue faith- 
fully. Visiting guests of known piety 
and religious wisdom were often invited 
to spéak at these services. Early in 
His ministry Christ was often regarded 
as an itinerant Rabbi (see John 1:49). 

Verse 22.—“They were astonished at 
his doctrine ... he taught. them as one 
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that had authority . . not as the 
scribes.” “Doctrine” is “teaching.” Our 
Lord’s audience was’ amazed at the 
manner as well as the content of His 
discourse. He did not follow the pat- 
tern of the scribes (originally , copyists, 
later interpreters and expositors of the 
Scriptures) by appealing to the opin- 
ions or dicta of previous human author- 
ities. He spoke as the mesSenger of 
God. “Ye have heard” now becomes 
“But I say unto you” (as in Matt. 5:21, 
22). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The person and ministry of the Lord 
stand out in bold relief against the 
background of the lovely Sea of Galilee. 


-His proclamation of the Gospel and 


miraculous exhibition of divine power 
astonish the people. Why? Because of 
His obvious authority (Mark 1:22, 27): 
as over against the scribes, who quoted 
ad infinitum, He speaks as Himself the 
voice from Heaven; as over against 
demon-possessed “wonder workers,” He 
drives out the demons themselves 
(“even the unclean spirits,” v. 27). 

But the one who teaches and heals 
also summons men to carry on His 
work. The call of the first four dis- 
ciples is both inspiring and instructive. 
Simon and Andrew, James and John— 
remember their names and occupation. 
All were fishermen. 

The record stresses three items. 

First, their enlistment: “Come ye 
after me” (v. 17). Months earlier they 
had met and acknowledged their Mes- 
siah. Now He called them into active 
service. Their response had a nega- 
tive aspect: they left their associates, 
family, and trade. But the positive 
act was worth it all and more—they 
“went after him” (y. 20). 

Second, their education: “I will make 
you to become .. .” (v. 17). Christ 
would be their instructor. Their de- 


' velopment would be progressive, but 


it would also be guaranteed. As the 
four men traveled with the Lord, shared 
His trials and joys, hearkened to His 
heavenly precepts, beheld His atoning 
death, and witnessed His resurrection, 
they were prepared for the stupendous 
task of testimony that awaited them. 

Third, their enterprise: they would 
become “fishers of men” (v. 17). The 
sphere of their fishing would change. 
The Sea of Galilee would yield to the 
ocean of humanity. Nets would be 
exchanged for the convicting, wooing 
ministry of the Holy Spirit. Their 
“bait” would become the glad tidings 
of salvation. All the skill, caution, 
patience, and perseverance they had 
learned on Galilee would be needed in 
the new assignment. Fish are fast and 
wary; not all are lured by the same 
bait; some put up a fight before they 
are landed; some are slippery. Let the 
fisher of men know his work. He may 
become adept, indeed skillful, as he 
learns of the Saviour, observes His 
tactics, emulates His patience, and cul- 
tivates His zeal.

the sphere, or domain, of the Almighty. 
Sometimes the expression refers to the 
universal sway or general superintend- 
ence of God. “Thine is the kingdom” 
(Matt. 6:13): rulership belongs to the 
Creator of the universe. At other times 
the words refer to the area of Christian 
faith. Our Lord told Nicodemus that 
to enter the Kingdom a birth from 
above is necessary (John 3:5). Again, 
when one prays, “Thy kingdom come,” 
he may have in mind either the present 
extension of the Kingdom or the escha- 
tological aspect of the Kingdom, the 
return of Christ in “the last days” to 
inaugurate His earthly regime (Rev. 
19: 11 to 20:6). 

Authority. The people realized that 
Christ taught and healed (Mark 1:22, 
27) with authority (exousia, Greek). 
This noble quality is either intrinsic 
and glf-originating, or derived from 
another source. As the Son of God, the 
Lord Jesus possessed essential, intrinsic 
authority. But the Father also de- 
livered to Him full authority (Matt. 
28:18). Our Lord refused to tell skep- 
tical priests and elders the source of 
His authority (21:23, 24); their hearts 
were hard and incredulous. But to His 
obedient disciples He transmitted au- 
thority to heal and cast out evil. spirits 
(10:1). And, blessed truth, all who to- 
day receive Him and believe on His 
name have the “authority [Greek] to 
become children of God” (John-1:12).

The Busy Men’s Corner

“Jesus came into Galilee, preaching 
the gospel ...” (Mark 1:14).—When 
the herald, John the Baptist, is removed 
from ythe public eye, then comes the 
King, the Messiah, to begin His pub- 
lic ministry—not by reigning, but by 
preaching. 

His service began in Galilee, the most 
populous and prosperous—as well as 
the most northern—of the three prov- 
inces into which the Romans had di- 
vided Palestine. 

If Satan entertained any thoughts 
about successfully silencing the preach- 
ing of the Gospel of the Kingdom when 
he had Herod behead John the Baptist, 
what a shock he must have experienced 
later, when he learned that he had only 
silenced the herald. He had only re- 
moved the shadow, he now had the 
King, the reality, to deal with! Of the 
Lord Jesus it was truly said, “Never 
man spake like this man” (John 7:46). 

“The time is fulfilled .. . repent ye, 
and believe the gospel” (Mark 1:15).— 
Israel’s prophets had predicted the com- 
ing of the King; and John had said, 
“There cometh one .. . after me.” Now 
the time was fulfilled. The King was 
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in their midst—the Kingdom of God was 
at hand. It was Israel’s privilege and 
responsibility to repent and believe the 
Good News being proclaimed to them. 

“Jesus began where John ended, on 
the note of repentance, and He carried 
it forward by claiming faith. This is 
still the call of the Gospel, repent and 
‘believe, repentance being more than re- 
gret for sin; and belief being more than 
assent to certain historical facts con- 
cerning Christ. What the Gospel de- 
mands is a change of life followed by a 
life of faith. Jesus here begins at the 
beginning. Without faith, repentance 
becomes despair, and without repent- 
ance faith is only presumption. No 
one can believe who does not repent, 
and no one really repents who does 
not believe” (“St. Mark,” by Dr. W. 
Graham Scroggie). 

A preacher observed some children 
reading the Douay Version of the New 
Testament, and on noticing a passage 
in the chapter which was translated, 
“Do penance,” where the King James 
Version rendered the same word by 
“Repent,” he asked them if they knew

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the difference between penance and 
repentance. A short silence followed, 
and then a girl asked, “Is it not this, 
sir, Judas did penance, and went and 
hanged himself; Peter repented, and 
wept bitterly?” 

“Come ye after me, and I will make 
you... fishers of men” (Mark 1:17).— 
“He employed this figure because they 
were all fishermen,” wrote Dr. G. 
Campbell Morgan. “To some men He 
would never say that. He did not say 
it to all the early disciples. There were 
others who were farm laborers. There- 
fore, He also said, ‘The fields are white 
to harvest.’ ‘Thrust in the sickle and 
reap.’ He changed His figure according 
to the men to whom He wished to 
appeal.” 

In her “Fishin’ Jimmy,” Mrs. Slosson 
relates what Fishin’ Jimmy answered 
when someone asked him how he suc- 
ceeded in the apparently impossible 
task of taming a wild daughter of a 
woman who was a tramp. 

He said, “’Twas fishin’ done it, on’y 
fishin’, it allers works. The Christian 
religion itself had to begin with fishin’, 
ye know.” 

Yes, Christianity began with @shing; 
it will continue with fishing, and it will 
end with fishing; for this is indeed 
life’s divinest task. 

Have you caught any fish for the 
Master with the bait of the good news 
of His death for our sins, and His resur- 
rection for our justification? If not, 
why not? Every person is a potential 
catch. 

“And straightway they forsook their 
nets, and followed him” (Mark 1:18).— 
Nets are not sinful things. They are 
useful—yes, necessary to fishermen— 
but at the Lord’s call they forsook them 
and followed Him. How thankful we 
are they did! 

The call to follow Him was not only 
for apostles, evangelists, teachers, and 
missionaries. The Lord Jesus when re- 
ferring to the shepherd said: “He goeth 
before them, and the sheep follow him: 
for they know his voice” (John 10:4). 

Happy the person who can with the 
spirit and with the understanding sing 
with Redd Harfer: 

I’m following Jesus, one step at a time; 

I live for the moment in His love divine; 
Why think of tomorrow? Just live for today; 
I’m following Jesus each step of the way. 

“He taught them as one that had 
authority ...” (Mark. 1:22).—The scribes 
were acknowledged by the people as 
the professional or official” expounders 
of the Law and the traditions of 
the elders. Their authority consisted 
mostly of quotations. The Lord Jesus 
spoke as God the Son. He said, “Verily 
I say unto you...”

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith’s Boys’ Class 


AY, fellows, the biggest and finest 
surprise a certain young fellow ever 
got was on the day when he’ was called 
out of the shop to the manager’s office, 
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and reaching there in his overalls, trem- 
bSing with fright, was told that he was 
being promoted and would from that 
time not only receive a higher salary, 
but would also have a share in the 
profits of the business! 

It was almost too good to be true. 
Immediately the shop looked different. 
The whole plant looked different—the 
men, the tools, the materials, the very 
smoke from the big chimney—all took 
on a kind of glory. The rows of ma- 
chines looked like a parade and the 
mingled roar and grinding of them 
sounded like a brass band at a picnic. 
The dull routine of a daily schedule 
was suddenly changed to a thrilling 
program in every detail. 

Something had happened—not to the 
shop, but to him. His interest was 
changed. Now, instead of simply doing 
his daily task for daily pay, he was to 
share in the big objectives of the whole 
plant; he was being taken into con- 
fidence and partnership with the man- 
agement. He was actually to share and 
rejoice in the achievements of a busi- 


ness that exported its products to every, 


corner of the world! With great joy he 
realized that his capacity for higher 
and larger service had been recognized, 
and that now he would have fellowship 
not only with the men of the shop, but 
also with the head of the plant. 

Fellows; that is something like what 
happened to Peter and Andrew and 
James and John that morning on the 
shore of the lake. They were simply 
engaged in making a living. One day 
was pretty much like another. Some- 
times perhaps the fishing was good; 
sometimes not so good. Life was just 
a day-to-day affair, and rather disap- 
pointing somehow to souls with capac- 
ity for so much larger and finer things. 
Suddenly, the Master,.the Creator and 
Proprietor of the world appeared, and 
Said in effect, “Boys, it’s a dull life at 
best—just fishing for fish; come and 
join Me in a really big and worth-while 
task—fishing for men!” 

And those four men caught the vision 
and foHowed the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Life for them took on a new meaning 
that day. Instead of a daily grind, it 
became an inspiring program with a 
grand objective. Hardships? Yes, but 
there was a marvelous tang in the air 
that gave strength for hardships. 

I am glad that God is so great and 
that His plans are so large that He is 
still calling out men to share them with 
Him and work out their fulfillment. 
And you and I, if we are wise, will 
gladly hear that call and promptly re- 
spond, for ‘we will realize that the 
transient things which we daily seek 
are not sufficient to give us any real 
Satisfaction, because we have capacity 
for so much larger and better things. 

Oh, I do not suppose we can all 
be ministers and missionaries, though 
many of us may have that highest of all 
privileges, but we shall also find that a 
merchant’s life can be so planned as to 
be a means of rich service to God; that 
a lawyer, after all, can be a force for 
Christ’s kingdom; that an engineer can 
lay out his lifework so as to make 
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straight the path and level the road 
for the King; that a school teacher can 
use his peculiar influence to bring pu- 
pils to the Master Teacher; that a physi- 
cian has a rare opportunity to quicken 
the spiritual lives of his patients; and 
that any legitimate occupation can be 
made to serve man’s chief: end, which 
is “to glorify God and enjoy Him for- 
ever.” 

When you and I catch and follow 
that vision of our life task, whatever it 
is, the whole plant changes, whether 
our job is in the shop or in the office, 
or on the farm, or in the schoolroom 
or pulpit, because we have tasted of 
the power and the fellowship of a 
Spirit-filled life and a God-used career.

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My Class of Girls

OW do you like teaching a child to 

read by now? Helping him to 
read Bible words is Christian work. 
Teach the word “they” next time be- 
cause it is used so often and is a hard 
word for a child to learn. Show him 
the word “they” printed on paper by 
itself. Ask him to say it several times. 
Then ask him to find it as many times 
as he can in Story 2 of the book, “Stories 
I Can Read Myself About the Lord 
Jesus.” Then see how many times the 
child can find “they” in Mark 1:18-21. 
If he is a first grader you will have to 
show him that a capital is used for the 
beginning of a sentence and that he is 
to find “they” whetHer it starts with a 
capital letter or a small one. If he looks 
carefully for the word, praise him even 
if he does not find every one of the 


“they’s.” Point to one of the other 
words he has learned and then back 
again to “they,” so that he will not 


forget the other words he has learned 
while learning this harder one. Then 
let him reread Story, 1 and Story 2 and 
finish learning Matthew 1:21. After 
that, he can make the “Wise Man” and 
“Camel” found in the middle of the 
book. 

The lesson we-have today is the next 
story he will find in the book. After 
today’s study, I hope you will be able 
to tell him the story before you ask 
him to read Story 3. Telling a story is 
more effective than reading one, partly 
because you can look at the child as 
you talk to see if he is understanding 
what you say. 

Last Sunday we read of the tempta- 
tion of the Lord Jesus Christ, and of 
His complete victory over Satan. Not 
long after, Jesus was walking along the 
shore of the Sea of Galilee. There He 
saw two brothers, Peter and Andrew. 
Read Mark 1:16 to find out what they 
were doing. Verse 17 tells what Jesus 
asked them to do. What did Jesus 
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mean when He said, “Come ye after 
me, and I will make you to become 


fishers of men.” Winning others to the 
Lord Jesus is the finest job on earth. 
But in order to do it, one must, himself, 
be a true’ follower of Christ. When 
Jesus called Peter and Andrew, they 
left their business straightway and 
followed Him. “Straightway” means 
“right away.” Notice how often the 
word “straightway” occurs. Mark pre- 
sents Jesus as the perfect Servant of 
God, so brings out the fact that Jesus 
did everything God wanted Him to do 
straightway. And here we find Peter 
and Andrew obeying straightway, too! 


As Jesus went on along the lake 
shore, Peter and Andrew were with 
Him. They saw two more brothers sit- 
ting in a ship mending their nets. Verse 
19 tells who they were. When .Jesus 
called John and James, what did they 
do? (They left the ship and followed 
Him.) Notice again that He called 
them “straightway.” Jesus did every- 
thing promptly. 

There is a change in pronoun between 
verses 16 and 21. In verse 16 it is he, 
meaning Jesus, walking alone by the 
lake. In verse 21, they went into Ca- 
pernaum. Now disciples are with Him. 
What did Jesus do on the Sabbath? 


(Entered into the synagogue and 
taught.) He did that “straightway,” 
too. 


I- once talked to a minister who did 
not believe that Jesus was God as well 
as man. He said Jesus was a carpenter 
of Nazareth with wonderful ideals. But 
Mark 1:22 should have made him real- 
ize that our Saviour was much more 
than that. He was Creator of all, yet 
He became man that He might die for 
our sins. But the fact that He was 
“God ... manifest in the flesh” often 
shone out. Here is one place: The con- 
gregation at Capernaum was astonished 
that He taught with authority. When 
the scribes taught in the synagogue, 
they quoted the writings of rabbis who 
were considered authorities. But Jesus 
never did. Turn to Matthew 5 and 
you will see what is meant when it says 
that He taught with authority. Read 
verses 21, 22, then 33-35 and 43-45. 


The Lord Jesus could say “But I say 
unto you,” because He is the final au- 
thority. He is the one who is to judge 
the world, so everyone should pay 
great attention to what He says. He is 
our Lord. He has the right to tell us 
what to do, both because He created us 
and also because He redeemed us. In 
His earthly life He set us the example 
of instant obedience to the will of God. 


Today we read how Jesus called four 
fishermen to folldw Him. And they 
did. He is calling us, too, not only to 
accept Him as Saviour but to obey 
Him as Lord. If we will do this, He 
will make us also “fishers of men.” 
And that is a privilege not given even 
to angels!

There are people today who 
see in Jesus simply a perfect man, and 
they get nothing more from Him than 
the example of His perfect life.

est need is to be saved, they go to 
Him for salvation. When you look at 
Him what do you see?—From Expositor.

“Follow Me” (Mark 1:16-22) 


AVE you ever noticed how your 

little sister or cousin or neighbor 
follows her mother around and tries. to 
do everything her mother does? Little 
Leaguers have their baseball heroes 
and try to throw or bat like them. Who 
is the man—or woman—whom you ad- 
mire most, whom you would like to 
follow around and learn from? 
, One day the world’s greatest hero -ap- 
peared—a visitor, not from Mars, but 
from Heaven. It was God come to 
earth, come to earth as a man, begin- 
ning as the baby Jesus. But who He 
was, was mostly a secret. We followed 
Him as a baby on our map: (Review. 
briefly Bethlehem, Jerusalem, Naz- 
areth.) 

Today before we follow His grown-up 
life, I want‘to introduce you to a river. 
(As you discuss the various features 
of the Jordan River system, sketch 
them on the blackboard: the streams 
that form its source; Lake Hule, spelled 
in various ways, known as Merom on 
Bible maps; Sea of Galilee; Dead Sea. 
Consult a Bible dictionary or the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine, December, 
1944, for further information. Link up 
current news of Israel with Bible his- 
tory and geography where practical. 
Right now, three months before you 
teach this lesson, there has been shoot- 
ing between Syrian Arabs and Israelis 
over digging ditches in the fertile Hule 
area.) 

The Lord Jesus, when He was about 
thirty years old, left His carpenter’s 
work and came to the Jordan River. 
What happened there? Then into the 
country He went. Storyteller Mark 
gives only a short story of it. (Read 
1:12, 13.) But you can tell what else 
happened. (Review the temptations.) 
Then we follow the Lord to Galilee. 
Listen to His words to the people. 
(Read v. 15.) In your minds picture 
blue Galilee, framed by green hills, with 
fishing boats like this (picture), as Mark 
goes on with his story. (Read vv. 16- 
18). What did the Lord mean by 
“fishers of men”? (Continue with vv. 
19, 20.) 

Do you suppose it was easy for those 
four men to leave their work and their 
families to go and be with the Lord 
Jesus to learn to “catch men”? . You 
See, they were beginning to have at 
least a glimpse of who He was. Yes, 
they had been baptized and had given 
their hearts and lives to God and His 
Kingdom. They were ready to follow 
the Great Leader and learn and help 
in His work. They listened as He 
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taught the people on the Sabbath Day. 
(Read vv. 21, 22.) I suppose Peter, 
whose original name was Simon, long 
afterward used to tell this story as he 
remembered that glorious day when he 
and his friends gave up everything to 
follow the Lord Jesus Christ. Mark 
has written Peter’s story down for us. 
So has Matthew (4:18), and Luke has 
a similar one (5:1). You can move 
your bookmarks up. 

Would you like to have been Peter 
and Andrew, James and John that won- 
derful day when the Lord Jesus called 
them? “Jesus... saith... Follow me” 
to Philip and others, as He went on to 
call them (John 1:43, Memory Verse. 
Bookmark.) He is calling you, too, in 
some way today: Be with Me each 
Sunday in Sunday school to learn about 
Me. Listen to Me in your Bible read- 
ing at home. Live as you think I 
would live in your home and school 
and play. I really am there with you. 
Will you follow Me? 

Did He help you with your tempta- 
tions this past week? Make this Man 
from Heaven your hero! He will have 
a message for you as well as for Peter, 
Andrew, James, and John next Sunday. 
Can you “go fishing” and bring someone 
else to hear it?

OMEONE has suggested a good way 

to visualize one of the verses from 
today’s lesson. It could well be sub- 
stituted for the suggested Memory 
Verse. ‘The Lord Jesus said, “Come ye 
after me, and I will make you to be- 
come fishers of men” (Mark 1:17). (in- 
cidentally, Teacher, ‘it is good to re- 
member that if we are following our 
living Lord, we are fishing. If we are 
not fishing, we are not following!) In 
order to catch fish, we must go where 
the fish are. It will do us no good to 
try to catch fish in the kitchen. We 
have to go to the lake or river or creek. 
If we are to fish for “men” in obedience 
to the command given by the Son of 
God, we must go where men and women 
and boys and girls are. We have ‘to 
give them the Word of God—for it is 
only by God’s Word that people are 
born into God’s family (Rom. 10:17). 
We may be yery certain that if we 
will be faithful in giving out the Gos- 
pel, we will catch “fish” for the Lord 
Jesus. Look! Here is a man who is 
fishing. (Teacher: You may use this 
on the flannel board, or, if you prefer, 
use paper and illustrate a boat with a 
fisherman and plenty of water. A few 
simple lines will do. The children 
have wonderful imaginations! Print the 


entire Memory Verse. Use a real string 


for the fisherman’s line and string pic- 
tures of children on it. Conceal them 
in a slit in the water. As you quote 
the verse and get to the end of it, pull 
the string slowly, so that the children 
will see the “catch.” Should this be

The children should 
learn that, as they give their gifts and 
pray for those in other lands, they are 
truly being “fishers of men.”) It is a 
wonderful thing to “fish” for the Lord 
Jesus. He knows where each soul is. 
He prepares hearts for the Gospel mes- 
sage. He gives us the joy of pulling 
in the catch. This week at school, at 
play, let us give out the Gospel and 
invite our friends to receive the Sav- 
iour, the Son of the living God. Right 
now let us think of some particular 
friend who has not been born into the 
family of God. Quietly, let us each 
one pray for that person by name. 
Ask our Heavenly Father to speak to 
the heart of that~friend right now. 
Then let us ask Him to use us to bring 
that one to Himself this very week. 
(Teacher: Have'a time of silent prayer 
before your dedicatory prayer.) 





The Lord Jesus spent His life doing 
the same thing that He calls us to do— 
fishing for men. He went everywhere 
preaching the Gospel and inviting peo- 
ple to be born into the family of God. 
There were then (as there are today) 
so many, many people who needed to 
become members of God’s family, that 
the Lord Jesus called for helpers. He 
wanted men who would join Him in 
getting the Word of God to men and 
women and boys and girls. One day 
as He was walking beside the Sea of 
Galilee (show large map, Teacher, or 
draw a very simple one on the black- 
board or on paper), the Lord Jesus 
saw some men’ fishing. Others were 
mending their nets. Fishing was the 
way most men in that area earned 
their living. 

When the Lord Jesus Christ saw 
Simon Peter and his brother casting 
their net into the sea, He called to 
them: “Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men.” 
These men had talked with the Lord 
Jesus before (John 1:35-42). This is 
what the Lord Jesus meant: “From 
now on, you are going into a new kind 
of work. It is fishing, to be sure. But 
instead of fishing for fish, you will fish 
for men—you will catch them alive, not 
dead.” 
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That very minute, those men dropped 
their nets, left them behind, and fol- 
lowed the dear Son of God. They 
walked with Him, they talked with 
Him, they joined Him in His work, 
they followed His example. What won- 
derful opportunities were theirs! That 
same day the Lord Jesus called others‘ 
to follow Him. They, too, obeyed. 
And today the Lord Jesus still calls 
for followers who will serve Him by 
fishing for souls. Who will be willing 
to follow Him? Will you?

1. The Church That Misplaced Love 
(Rev. 2:1-7) 

Topics are copyrighted by the International 
Society of Christian Endeavor, and are 
used by permission. 

OR five consecutive weeks our 
topics will direct our attention to 
five of the letters addressed to the seven 
churches mentioned in the Book of Rev- 
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elation. The stated objective of this 
series is to discover some of the great 
things that happened in these early 
churches, to note their strong points 
and their weaknesses with a view to 
doing a better job today. 


The messages to the seven churches 
in Revelation may be considered as 
having a fourfold application—(1) to 
the ancient local churches to which 
they were addressed and in which the 
eonditions described were particularly 
characteristic; (2) to all churches of all 
time, in which these conditions. have 
existed at times and in some measure; 
(3) prophetically; to seven phases in 
the spiritual history of the whole church 
from the time of the writing of the

Revelation, A.D. 96, to the end of the 
“times of the Gentiles”; (4) to the in- 
dividual Christian as a personal ex- 
hortation to “hear” the warnings and 
promises should these conditions appear 
in his own life. -It is interesting to 
note that in each of the seven letters 
some characteristic of the glorified Lord 
Jesus as described in-chapter one is re- 
emphasized. 
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Did you Know?.. 
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The first letter is addressed to the 
church at Ephesus. Aquila. and Pris- 
cilla had labored here and Timothy 
had been its chief pastor (Acts 18:26). 
The Ephesian church is seen as having 
the commendable characteristics of good 
works, labors for Christ, and patience, 
and it is noteworthy that Paul had ex- 
horted Timothy to cultivate these very 
characteristics (2 Tim. 2:6, 15, 24; 4:15).

However, Ephesus had lost, or “left,” 
or let go her first love; she had become 
a backslidden church, and for that the 
Lord Jesus rebuked her and warned 
her of judgment, not some future judg- 
ment but an impending one.

Do you remember, when you first ac- 
cepted Christ as Saviour, how your heart 
was filled with love and devotion and 
zeal for Him? You were eager to tell 
others what had occurred in your life 
and to urge them to accept Christ. Is 
that same freshness and eagerness evi- 
dent in your life today, or are you 
somewhat complacent about your Chris- 
tian experience? Perhaps your morn- 
ing watch has been neglected somewhat, 
and somehow you do not seem to have 
the same joy and blessing in your Bible 
reading that you used to experience. 
What has happened? Is it possible that 
you have left your first love and have 
become more occupied with things not 
necessarily wrong in themselves, but 
things that take you away from the 
Lord and His Word? It is right here 
that some folks exchange Christianity 
or Christian service for Christ Himself.

William R. Newell likens this condition 
to that of a bride, at first scarcely able 
to bear separation from her loved one. 
As he leaves in the morning, she goes 
with him to the door and watches as 
long as she can see him on his way to 
work. During the day, going about 
her work, she is constantly thinking 
about him and counting the hours and 
minutes until he will return. In the 
evening, she eagerly goes to the door 
to meet him. Then, gradually a change 
comes. The wife becomes occupied 
with her own life, with friends, house- 
keeping plans, with making new clothes, 
and the like. She still keeps her home 
immaculate, prepares good meals and 
the like, but instead of spending every 
moment she can with her husband, she 
calls good-by from upstairs, and seldom 


watches for him at night when he re- , 


turns home.

“Not very serious,” you may say. 
“She showed her good sense by not be- 
ing too sentimental!” But the danger 
in this condition is not that of the im- 
mediate degree of coolness, but in the 
fact that a change is beginning that 
could grow and develop into an attitude 
of real indifference.

So, in a church or young people’s 
organization, or in the life of an indi- 
vidual, any lessening of fervor or love 
for Christ, however small, is dangerous, 
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because of the tendency to grow until 
there is real coldness.

The remedy that the Lord Jesus 
names in-this letter to, the Ephesian 
church is, first, to heed the warning, 
then to repent. This repentance is not 
just a hastily tossed off “So sorry!” but 
a heart sorrow that will cause the 
church, or society, or individual to con- 
fess to failure and backsliding and to 
turn away from if -to a renewed love 
and devotion to Christ. “Lovest thou 
me more than these?” (John 21:15.)
